THE DAY'S WAR NEWS. | 


Summarized by HENRY M. HYDE. 

Events in the European war up 
te J o’cleck this morning (Chicago 
time) are summarised in this col- 
amn. 

It was reported from London tht the 
German crown prince, Frederick Wil- 
liam, at the head of an army of several 
hundred thousand men, had invaded 
Belgium and was Thursday morning at 
Verviers, a small town directly east of 
Liege and not far south of the Dutch 
frontier. 

Belgian reports admit that the Ger- 
mans have penetrated into the city of 
Liege and captured two of the forts 
which encircle it. The other fortifica- 
tions are said to be still holding out. 
That the fighting was terrific may 
be judged by the announcement that the 
German loss was 25,000 in killed and 
wounded, 

The Germans have asked for an armis- 
tice of twenty-four hours, presumably 
to give time to bury the dead and care 
for the wounded. The Belgians have 
granted the request. 

The French army marching to the 
relief of Liege has passed the Belgian 
frontier. 

Some idea of the magnitude of future 
land operations may be gathered from 
the St. Petersburg cable announcing that 
the czar has called to the colors every 
Russian subject capable of bearing arms, 
a number estimated at 6,000,000,

Reports of a great naval battle be- 
tween the English and German fleets in 
the North sea were quieted by the state- 


ment made by Winston Churchill in the 


house of commons that, so far as the 
admiralty was informed, there had been 
no naval fighting and no ships destroyed 
except the German mine layer Koenigin 
Luise, sunk by a torpedo boat, and the 
English cruiser Amphion, sunk by a Ger- 
man mine. 

A threatening danger to navigation 
was emphasized by later reports that the 
British steamer COraigforth has been 
beached near Constantinople, after 
striking a contact mine, and that an- 
other British steamer, the San Wil- 
fredo, had been destroyed by a mine 
of Cruxzhaven, Germany. It was re- 
ported that the waters about Denmark 
are heavily mined, and it is to be 
feared if the war continues that the 
seven seas will be so thickly planted 
with floating engines of destruction 
that all shipping will be in peril.

The tremendous preparations which 
the warring nations are making for a 
long continued and desperate struggle 
are indicated by an announcement made 
yesterday by Lioyd-George in the Brit- 
ish house af commons. He declared 
that the British government was con- 
sidering taking over all the harvests now 
ripening in the fields of the United King- 
dom with the idea of preventing extor- 
tion and distress among the population. 
France is planning to meet the same 
problem of food supply by sending out 
to work on the farms naval reservists 
too old for active duty and other elder- 
ly men thrown out of employment by 
the closing of factories and stores.

New York, Aug. 7.—Prior to Germany's 
attack upon Liege Sir Edward Grey tried 
to impose upon Germany conditions 
which Great Britain could have obtained 
only after a successful war, according to 
a statement issued here tonight by Haniel 
von Haimhausen, head of the German 
embassy in Washington in the adsence 
in Furope of Count von Bernatorff, the 
ambassador. 

These conditions, Mr. Haimhausen said, 
would, if accepted by Germany, have led 
to absolute inactivity on the part of the 
German fleet. 

The statement of the German chargs 
d'affaires was prompted, he said, by the 
nearly complete absence of news from 
official sources in the fatherland owing 
to the present European conditions, in- 
cluding cable censorship. 


Demands by Great Britain. 

“Tt is erroneous to assumé,” Mr. Haim- 
hausen said, that the English deciera- 
tion of war Was exclusively caused d. 
Germany’e invading Belgium. Negotia- 
tions in London had preceded the German 
attack on Liege. During these negotia- 
tions Sir Edward Grey promised that 
England would remain neutral only un- 
der the following anditions: 

1. Germany is not allowed to mit 
any act of hostility against the French 
coast in the North sea. 

German troops are not allowed to 
pass through Belgian territory. 

“+g The German navy is not allowed 
to attack Russia from the Baltic sea.’ 


Belgium Question Ignored. 

“ "To the question put by the government 
whether Great Britain would undertake 
to respect Belgian neutrelity during the 
whole war, no answer was given. 

„ Sir Edward tried to impose conditions 

which would have secured to Great Brit- 
ain without running any risks all the 
benefits which it could have obtained only 
by a successful navel war. 
The acceptance of these conditions 
would have led to the bottling up of the 
whole German fleet, forcing it te abso- 
lute inactivity. 


French Violated Neutrality? 

„ Knowing on the other hand that a 
great number of French officers had 
crossed the Belgian frontier in about 
fifty motor cars, rushing up to Liege, 
which was a flagrant violation of Bel- 
gian neutrality; knowing further that 
Antwerp was ready to open ite moat im- 
portant harbor to the British fleet and 
landing corps, Germany was reluctantly 
compelied to refuse compliance with the 
British conditions.”

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Eyewitness Describes in Detail

LONDON, Aug. 7.—The only man who 
has yet got back to London after witness- 
ing the first attacks of the Germans on 
Liege is Benjamin Hallet, a member of 
a Belgian zinc firm, who reached here 
today after traveling forty-eight hours 
without food. 

“The first intimation I had that the 
Germans were invading Belgium,“ Mr 
Hallet said. was a notice in a Liege 
evening newspaper on Monday, advising 
Englishmen to call on the English consul 
there at once. I saw the consul and he 
informed me that the Germans were ad- 
vencing on Liege and warned me to re- 
turn to England immediately. 


Civilians Demand Rifles. 

“Ali the men in the city, and many 
women, too, clamored for rifles. The sup- 
ply was insufficient to go round. Food 
was plentiful, but nobody bothered much 
about eating or sleeping, either. 

“T heard the sound of heavy firing in 
the direction of Vise on Tuesday and 
finally saw a red glare against the sky.

UNDERWOOD TELLS PLANS 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 7.—-{8pecial.)— 
Emergency taxation for the remainder of 
this fiscal year and increases in taxation 
of incomes for the next eight and pos- 
sibly ten yeare will be the cost te Amer- 
ans of the war in Europe. Congress 
probably will be held in session to pases 
emergency revenue legisiation. 

Representative Oscar Underwood, the 
chairman of the house ways and means 
committee, today discussed the effect of 
the BDuropean conflict upon American 
government revenues and the legislation 
that will be necessary to meet the ener- 
mous deficit now being incurred in the 
treasury through the lose of import reve- 
nue. | 

Revenue Becomes Big Problem. 

While the Democratic majority leader 
would not attempt to make specific pre- 
dictions, and declared hie estimates now 
are of necessity largely guesswork, he 
made no attempt to conceal the fact that 
the Gemoralization of commerce is giving 
the a@ministration a problem of how te 
make both governmental ende meet. 

Mr. Underwood said he expects the leas 
of revenue at the custome houses to be 
more or less permanent. For that reason 
It will need a permenem bolstering up and 
revising of the revenue lawe in order te 
meet thet situation. But just at present, 
before any of the belligerents obtain con- 
trol of the sea, the lose in revenue is par- 
ticularly heavy and that will need a spe- 
cial temporary war tax ef geome sort te 
recoup the treseury. 

No Hurry Is Necessary, 

“There is ae particular hurry about 
passing an emergency taxation bill,” Mr. 
Underwood sald, “for the treasury at 
this time ie im goo@ condition. But be- 
fore this seasion adjourne we will have 
to pase some sort of a measure. The sits 
uation ie too confused now for us te know 
how to act scientifically. 

“But the delay which we wil heave 
while the trust bille are in the senate 
ought to give the situation time to clarify 
and give us the opportunity te estimate 
acouretely what our revenue losses are 
to be. I expect the revenue Dill to be 
passed just before the final adjourn- 
ment.“ 

The majortty leader made it clear that 
neither of two revenue producers would 
be employed. The government will not 
issue bonds to meet the present emer 
gency, and the permanent decline tn tariff 
collections will not be met by any increase 
in the Underwoo@-Gimmonse duties. Bond 
‘faeces are not popular with the Demo 
cratic leaders. They are not regarded as 
good politics. 

_  Jistimates Revenue Lona, 

“Our customers revenues last year 
amounted to approximately 720, 000, 000.

| South An merica 1 Pleads for U. 8 Trade 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 7.--[S8pecial.}-— 
South American merchants have sent an 
urgent appeal te the commercial interests 
of the United States to come to their ™- 
mediate reacue and supply their dire ne- 
cesalties. 

Being completely cut off from Furope 
by the withdrawal of the Eaglish and 
German merchant marine, and the clor 
ing down of European factories, there is 
no place for them to turn except te the 
United States. 

Their appeal came through an official 
source and was issued by John Barrett, 
director of the Pan-American n. 
after a conference with Premdent Wilson. 
Gecretary Bryan and Gouth American 
diplomats 


Barrett Explains Situation. 

To the American commercial and finan- 
celal interests who will take advantage of 
this opportanity to assist the distressed 
countries of South America Director Bar- 
ret pledges the everlasting gratitude of 
Latin America, and also deciares it will 
give these manufacturers and exporters 
a great permanent advantage with every 
South American country concerned, Hig 
statement follows: 

“In view of the extraerdinary com- 
mercial, financial and shipping crisig re- 
sulting in South America from the Bu- 
ropean war, and foreign conferences held 
during the last tew days with President 
Wilson. Secretary Bryan and South Amer- 
lean diplomata, Director Genera! Barrett 
of the Pan-American Union today issued 
an urgent appeal, in his capacity as an 
international officer, to the manufactur- 
ing, exporting, importing, shipping and 
banking interests im all parts of the 
United States, emphasizing the immediate 
necessity and advantage of giving every 
possible ald and attention to South Amer- 
ica In thie unprecedented crisis. 


Calls It Duty ef U. &, 

Ne points out that the United States 
at thie moment has a grave duty and 
responsibility as well as great opportu- 
nity in ite relation te South America. 
From figures just comptled he shows that 
the ten countries of South America proper 
last year bought and sold products valved 
at $2.190,000,000, ef which Europe's share 
was approximately 51.000. 000. 000.

„ AMhough American trade is well es- 
tablished in Argentina, Brasil, Chile, and 
Peru, and ig growing despite the lack of 
direct banking facilities, steamship ac- 
commodations, etc.. American banks are 
imperatively needed in South America as 
a Gependable resource in the campaign 
for greater trade, 

Foreign and mative banking houses 
reasonably weil accommodate the ordi- 
mary routine of American trade, Mr. Hur- 
ley States, but they naturefiy withheld 
the full measure of interest and solicitous 
support aceorded to enterprises of their 
don nationality. 

Banks in South America fall naturally 
into two classes—foreign banks and na- 
tive, or domestic, danke At certain 
points the business of the two overlaps, 
but, generally speaking, the foreign 
banks transact business pertaining to for- 
eign commerce, steadily extending their 
network of branches and exerting their 
influence to the advantage of Buropean 
trade, 


To this end Buropean banku finance 
trade not only (preferentially) between 
their own countries and South America, 
but also between the various Latin Amer- 
ican nations and between the United 
States and South America. The fune- 
tions of these foreign banks may be 
summarised as exchange, collectiona, 
loans and discount, credit information, 
and investment. 

“The United States paye London an- 
nually a large toll in the form of bank- 
ars commissions, but more important is 
the fact that ence an American obliga- 
tion ie converted inte a dill on London 
end ali inte foreign financial channels, 
it passes out of the bands of those whe 
might be interested in obtaining retura 
purcheses by the selling country. 

Thus an obligation that ought to stime- 
late a demand for products of the United 
States is transferred to London and ex- 
ert an influence toward purchases from 
the United Kingdom. 


Banks Necessary Adjuncts, 

“ Whether or not banks are idea! col- 
lectora le a question on which much dit- 
ference of opinion existe, but they do 
offer the most effective means open today 
to the American exporter to South Amer- 
lea and foreign banks reap the profits of 
such business, Leane and discounts are 
at once a source of great profit and great 
risk te oanke in the largest Seuth Amer- 
lean countries, 

“As wo the feasidility of establishing 
banks in South America, Mr. Hurley 
quotes the views of various bankers and 
business men and then summarizes the 
methods by which such banks can be ea- 
tablished as branches of American na- 
tional banke, banks organised ‘solely for 
American business in South Americs, 
purchase of an interest in existing South 
American banks, and banks fer invest- 
ment and industrial development.

Chicago is expected th fuPilish not less 
than 200 officers and seamen for merchant 
marine service under the Ameritan flag. 
A hurry call for “salts"’ was received | 
yesterday by Rivers McNeill, collector 
of customs for the port of Chicago, from 
the department of commerce in Wash- 
ington. 

This message indicates the plan of the 
government to officer ships to be trans- 
ferred to American registry because of 
the European war. While the crews 
may be made up of seamen of any na- 
tien, the officers must be citizens of the 
United States.

Anything like large land engagements is hardly 
to be expected within the next few days. Armies are 
being concentrated and are approaching the theater 
of war.

The opera- 
tions there, large and costly as they seem now, will 
be regarded as little more than incidental to the 
campaign. They are part of the preliminaries, a 
part which the Germans would have avoided if they 
could, The delay has been valuable to the French.

Brussels, London, and Paris are virtually the 
only sources of news, and much of what comes from 
them is worthless as news, They permit such con- 
tradictions an a report of a ueet action in the North 
sea and a statement from Mr. Churchill, for the ad- 
tairalty, that the only events have been the aunking 
of a German mine laying ship and the sinking of 
a British cruiser which hit a mine. 

Faulty as the information received is, it cannot be 
ignored by the newspaper receiving it.

No British cabinet minister is Iikely to lay mis- 
information before parliament, but the certainty is 
that no information will be given at all until its 
powers in the direction of good or evil have been 
considered. 

Except as the Germans have been in contact with 
the Belgians their movements have been hidden. 
What is happening to the east, where Russians,

Of course these sums cover only the direct ex- 
pense of the military, but the finances of war must 
also meet the conditions created by panics, the par 
tial paralysis of business, and the partial or com- 
plete stoppage of imports and exports.

The loss of France has been estimated at $3,600,- 
000,000—a tidy total to roll up in nine months. Yet 
two years later, in 1873, two years before the time 
given her to pay the indemnity, the great French 
people anticipated the payment by a popular loan 
ef $700,000,000, oversubscribed more than twelve 
times! 

The present disaster is likely, however, to be 
‘more destructive and prostrating. War is more 
costly than it was in 1870, in money if not in life, 
and when the present insanity is passed the people 
will have to carry a heavy burden of taxation for 
a long time.

AN INDUSTRIAL COURT. 

The cloaks, suits, and skirts which American 
women, from Maine to California, wear are made 
by immigrant laborers. If a ranchman from Okla- 
homa or a Villager from Wyoming were to be present 
at a meeting of the cloakmakers’ union in New York 
he would be bewildered. Speeches are made in a 
dozen languages. Questions are fired back and forth 
by scores of interpreters. The Oklahoma ranchman 
or Wyomirg villager would no doubt conclude that 
there never can be anything like order in an indus- 
try that employs such a lot of foreign looking, foreign 
Speaking, excitable men and women. 

Yet it is the cloak industry of New York that is 
now setting before the country an example in indus- 
trial democracy which is likely to have far-reaching 
effects. The workers and the employers in the cloak 
industry in New York maintain an industrial court 
which they term the board of grievances. This board 
is made up of ten members, five from the union of the 
workers and five from the association of employers. 
Hach side of the board of grievances has a clerk to 
receive complaints from its constituency. The minor 
grievances are frequently taken up by the two clerks 
themselves and settled. Matters of weightier import 
are taken up in open court by the entire membership 
af the board. 


A PROPHETIC STAT 
In an address in 1807 the late Lord Salisbury 
spoke of the “concert of Europe as “the in- 
choate federation of Burope,” and then went on 
to speak these prophetic words: 

Remember this, that this Federation of Eu- 
rope is the embryo of the only possible struc- 
ture of Europe which can save civilization 
from the desolating effects of a disastrous war. 
You notice that on all sides the instruments of 
destruction, the piling up of arms are becom- 
ing larger and larger. The powers of concen- 
tration are becoming greater, the instruments 
of death more active and more numerous, and are 
improved with every year, and each nation is 
bound for ite own safety’s sake to take part 
in this competition. They are the things which 
are done, so to speak, on the side of war. The 
one hope that we have to prevent this compe- 
tition from ending in a terrible effort of mutual 
destruction which will be fatal to Christian 
civilization—the one hope we have is that the 
powers may gradually be brought together and 
act together in a friendly spirit on all ques- 
tions of difficulty which may arise until at 
last they shall be welded in some international 
constitution which shall give to the world, as 
a result of their great strength, a long spell of 
unfettered and prosperous trade and continued 
peace, 

Today the incredible folly of that “terrible ef- 
fort of mutual destruction” has befallen Christen- 
dom and we hardly dare think what its possibili- 
ties are. The certainties of death and destruction 
are evil enough. We need now for our comfort the 
hope that the peoples of Europe will react from 
the crushing waste of armament and the mon- 
strous agony of war and will evolve a federation 
of peace. 

A crisis so enormous as that through which 
Europe now is passing should bring about more 
than superficial changes. It may destroy dynas- 
ties and bring forth constitutions. It may inflame 
and embitter the relations of races or raise them 
to a plane of kindlier feeling and better under- 
standing. It may realign governments or bring 
all the great powers inte a pact which will give 
to Europe the peace she will so sorely need for 
many years.

If 
Russia is victorious, the French will be vie- 
torious, for in war, as in everything else, suc- 
cese breeds success and failure breeds failure 

Little credence is given here te the reporte 
that there — been a naval engagemnt in the 
North sea between the main German squadron 
and the British fleet. If the truth were known 
tonight, the British fleet probably could be lo- 
cated somewhere in the Irish sea, while the 
German fleet undoubtedly weuld be found in 
the Baltic, where it has been since the war 
started. 

There may have been engagements between 
the torpedo boat fictillas of the two nations, 
for the Germans unquestionably have been min- 
ing not only the North sea, but the Scandinavian 
straits also. It is extremely doubtful if the 
Germans will risk their fleet in a iife or death 
naval battle until the success or failure of the 
German land forces is determined. 

~~ 

The public at the present moment believes fail- 
ure hes attended the German efforts thus far. 
When news begins to come from Germanyy, how- 
ever, there may be a different story. There is 
practically no communication today between Ger- 
many and the outside world. Germany's side of 
the story will be most interesting when it is told. 

There undoubtedly has been a stiff battle at 
Lege. Germany can afford to lose 50,000 men to 
take Belgium, however, for that will give her con- 
trol of the right flank of the French army. Suc- 
cess can attend an invasion of France only ff tne 
invasion is featured by a flanking movement. 

Also the poasegsion of Belgium will give Ger- 
many a straighter and even more impregnable line 
of defense than she now has. It will really give 
her primary and secondary lines of defense, if she 
utilizes the Belgian fortresses. 

~_- 

Italy's position is quite interesting. From 
a purely military point of view she can do her 
allies, Germany and Austria, far more good by 
remaining neutral for some time te come, What 
both Germany and Austria will need during this 
war, for it is certain to be a long war, is up- 
plies. If Italy joins them immediately she will 
be cut off from the outer world by the French 
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LAUNDRESSES. : 

HE old idea was that washerwomen 
were prone to contract contagion 
fpom the clothes of persons sick 
with consumption, diphtheria, and 
typhoid. It was assumed that this 
must be 80, because it seemed so logical. 
No proof was offered. It may have been 
90, but it is not so now. 

Contagious disease hospitals now take 
pains to sterilize the laundry before it is 


handled by the laundresses. The custom 


of sterilizing wash articles from con- 
tagious cases in private families before 
turning them over to the washerwoman 
is quite general. 

We know now that disease-producing 
bacteria do not live long on dry cloth. 
There is little or no dust in a laundry. 
Probably the danger of contagion from 
laundry clothes never amounted to much. 
Nevertheless a laundress’ life is not the 
life for me.“

Miss Klink of Brooklyn kept account 
of the ilinesses of 165 laundresses during 
three years, They had 1,876 ilinesses in 
that time, about 625 a year. Four hun- 
dred and thirty-six spells were with 
“stomach " troubles, 828 painful men- 
struation, 124 common colds, 55 sore 
throat, 86 neuraigia, and 31 rheumatism. 

Of about thirty-two girls working in an 
ironing room where the irons were heat- 
ed by gas, Ropke found thirteen suffer- 
ing from headache, vertigo, and malaria, 
due to breathing gas which had leaked 
from the gas burners. A laundry is a 
hot place. What makes it worse, the 
hot air is wringing wet.” 

Laundresses suffer from the effects of 
prolonged exposure to heat. Also from 
rapid and great changes of temperature 
in going in and out of the laundry. They 
stand on wet floors and their feet are 
wet a part of the time, Some of them 
develop skin trouble from keeping their 
hands and arms for hours in water with 
alkali soaps. 

Working around machinery hes its 
hazards. 

The diseases to which laundresses are 
more subject than average women are 
rheumatism. colda, bronchitis, chlorosia, 
and stomach trouble,

To prevent trouble the first essential is 
ventilation. By supplying the maximum 
quantity of fresh circulating air the tem- 
perature can be reduced several degrees 
and some of the excess humidity blown 
out. A well conducted and well kept up 
plant will not leak as much water into

That the triangle, Warsaw, St. Petersburg, and 
Moscow, is the goal of the German and Austrian 
forces is certain. Also from a military point of 
view it is essential that Germany possess the Bal- 
tic sa as to control its coast line and aid the land 
forces by carrying them supplies and reinforce- 
ments.

Reports from the far east today indicate a grow- 
ing war spirit in Japan, a spirit which appears to 
demand that Japan go to the assistance of Great 
Britain. 

One report intimated that Japan's firat move 
would be to attack the German fortified city of 
Tsing-Tau. If Japan does thia, the world wil! 
see a series of Japanese aggressions in China 
Only the United States can prevent those aggres- 
sions. 

Tsing-Tau has the best equipped harbor in 
North China. Ocean going veasels can go along- 
side piers for cargoes, mostly collected at Tsin- 
anfu, 250 miles distant by rail, 

Tsinanfu, the capital of Shantung province, at 
the junction of the Shantung and the Tientsin- 
Pukow railways, is next to Tientsin as a commer- 
elal center in North China, It promises to be- 
dome one of the greatest commercial cities of 
the world. 

Tsing-Tau is Tsinanfu's outlet te the fereign 
world. If Tsing-Tau is controlled by the Ger- 
mans, the Germans will control most of the for- 
eign commerce of the Shantung province; if by 
the Japanese, then the Japs will control the 
foreign trade. 1 

-—— 

With the Japanese government it is more likely 
a question of booming Japan than of aiding Eng- 
land if Japan deeides to take Taing Tau from the 
Germans. Whatever Japan may get from China 
under the guise of assisting her ally, England, she 
is sure to retain after the contlusion of the pres- 
ent European war unless some power steps in and 
makes her disgorge. England and her allies are not 
ifkely, to do this. There is but ene country te take 
that ponaibility, and that country is the United 
States. 

There is a reason Why Japan should strike for 
Tsing Tau before she makes any other move. The 
reason is the friendliness of the Chinese for Amer- 
ican business men. 

The railroads are owned by German capitalists 
and Japan automatically would control them. 
Japan not enly will prevent the United States from 
getting the trade but she will get rid of many 
trouhlesame German merchants and business men 
in the far east. Germany is making the same bid 
for orient trade that she has made up to now for 
Latin American

OHN BURNS’ retirement from the 
British cabinet, owing to his dis- 
approval of the determination of the 
majority of his colleagues in the 
administration to take up arma 
Against Germany and Austria, constitutes 
a heavy sacrifice to his principles. 

He is a poor man of the working classes. 
with no fortune whatsoever, and, as it 
is only for a year past that he has been 
receiving a salary of 28,000 per annum, 
firat as president of the local government 
board and simoe last spring as minister 
of commerce, he has not bad time te put 
anything to speak of aside for a rainy 
day. 

On the strength of his official salary 
he moved from the workingman's house 
In Battersea, where he had made his 
home for nearly a quarter of a century 
while earning his living as a mechanic, 
to @ small villa at Clapham, one of the 
unfashionable suburbs of London. But 
he may have to give it up now that by 
the loss of his emoluments he has been 
reduced from affluence te straitened cir- 
cumstances, 


~ ~ 
There have been other cabinet ministers 


who have resigned in moments of inter 
national crisis by way of expressing their 
disapproval of the bellicose policy of the 
administration. 

Thus John Bright left the Gladstone 
cabinet in 1862 in order to show his ob- 
jection to the action of the government 


in bombarding Alexandria and in taking 


military possession of Egypt. Four years 
previeusly the fifteenth Hari of Derby 
resigned his portfolio as secretary of 
state for foreign affairs in a Disraeli Con- 
servative cabinet because of the seizing 
of Cyprus, calling out the reserves, send- 
ing Indian troops to Malta, and ordering 
the British fleet to Constantinople to 
prevent the Russian army, which was 
then at San Stefano within sight of 
the Turkish capital, from taking posses- 
sion thereof. 

However, Lord Derby was a cologsally 
rich man, to whom his salary of $25,000 
as secretary of state for foreign affairs 
was but a mere drop in the bucket, while 
John Bright was se wealthy se a Roch- 
dale cotton spinner and es a manufac- 
turer of fustlans that the loss of the 
$10,000 a year which he received as chan- 
cellor of the duchy of Lancaster was from 
a pecuniary point of view a matter of 
perfect indifference to him. 

_ 

John Burns, as I have pointed out 
above, is in quite a different position, 
having nothing besides hie salary and ne 
big bank account or revenues on which 
to fall back when out of office. 

Mr. Burns, though, could not con- 
aistentiy associate himself with the go 
erument's policy of committing England 
to war in order to help Russia, after hav- 
ing in a public speech, delivered on April 
9, 1887, te hie Labor censtituents and 
supporters at Battersea, expressed 
„ great sorrow at the failure of the at- 
tempt made “to rid the earth of the 
ezar [Alexander III..“ 

This speech may be found in the files 
of the London Times of April, 1887, and 
followed shortly after the memorable at-

The European conflict was revealed as 
an Aladdin's lamp for the commercial in- 
tereste of the United States yesterday 
at a luncheon of 600 members of the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ association in the 
Hotel La Salle. William J, Calhoun, 
former American minister to China, head- 
ed a list of epeakere who urged the 
manufacturers to take advantage of the 
broad field cpened up for foreign ex- 
ploitation of American products. 

Resolutions were passed asking the 
federal government to assist the mer- 
chants and manufacturers in advancing 
their foreign trade and developing a mer- 
chant marine, 


Says U. A Is Awed, 

“The American people are standing in 
awed silence in the reflected shadows of 
a great international war, said Mr. Cal- 
houn. ‘* When we consider the extent 
of territory in which the war is being 
carried on, the number of nationg in- 
volved, the size of the armies and navies. 
the death dealing instruments in use, we 
must realize that we are in the presences 

of one of the greatest tragedies of his 
tory. We wonder if our boasted civiliza- 
tion and Christianity is not a sham and 
a pretense. 

We must de careful what we say and 
do. There is a large element of foreign 
born amcng us, whose first and primary 
alleglance ts to the United States. They 
should do nothing which will involve the 
neutrality and independence of this coun- 
try. We may make a mistake or commit 
some overt act that will be remembered 
and held against us in days to come. 
None of the nations involved have such 
a deep seated friendship for us that our 
attitude in this conflict will be forgotten. 


Hopes for Arbitration Law. 

“Now that we have become a great 
world power we are looked on with 
jealousy. The greatest things may come 
to us as the war's aftermath, We hope 
that the sunshine of eternal peace will 
result and that a form of arbitration be- 
tween nations as now exists between in 
dividyals may be adopted to remove all 
chances of further war. 

We are more than seriously affected 
by the war. Securities that have beep 
taken abroad have been thrown back on 
us, our trade lines are obstructed, and 
we feel a blight on our industries. Un- 
der these circumstances we have the right 
to look around and retrieve our losses. 

Au imperative duty rests on the 
American people to build up the world’s 
foreign trade. If we are going to keep our 
people employed, we must do this and dis- 
pose of our surplus products. 


Time to Boost Canal. 

„% The American manufacturer does not 
appreciate the significance of the worid's 
foreign trade. He has only gone after 
it when business was slack at home, and 
the result has been unsatisfactory to the 
purchaser. Foreign trade must be cul- 
tivated just as the trade athome. The 
merchant marine must be built up. 

One of the strange anomalies of our 
nation is the Panama canal. Are we 
to get our satisfaction by sitting on the 
banks and watching the foreign ships 
sail through? Now is the time for the 
American people to act, individually and 
collectively, and benefit from the world’s 
wealth. We will recruit our losses and 
the gains may stun the imagination.” 


Urges Federal Initiative. 

John E. Wilder, former president of 
the association, and chairman of the for- 
eign trade committee, urged his hearers 
to think not in personal, selfish units. 
but along broad rational lines for the 
uplifting of the American foreign trade. 
He said the foderal government should 
be asked to provide for a merchant ma- 
rine, hasten the instaliation of the re- 
serve banking system, and provide that 
government contracts should be supplied 
with American manufacturers only. 

Edwin N. Hurley urged that South 
American buyers be given every prefer- 
ence during the European war. D. E. 
Felt pointed out the benefits to American 
manufacturers. 


ART FIRM BRINGS SUIT 
AGAINST “KODAK TRUST.” 


Complaint Filed by Jackson & Sem- 
melmeyer Charges Restraint of 
Trade—Asks $50,000 Damages. 


The war of the art firm of Jackson & 
Semmelimeyer of September Morn ”’ 
fame, with the Eastman Kodak company 
broke into court yesterday. The art firm 
filed suit for injunction against the 
“kodak trust,” alleging restraint Of 
trade. 

The bill alleges that the defendant com- 
pany sells goods under an agreement 
that the purchasers will retail them at a 
“iven price, and not sell any goods manu- 
iactured by a competitor, and that those 
who sell other goods can not buy of the 
Yastman company. It is further charged 
‘hat by a system of spies the kodak con- 
cern ascertained that the complainant 
wae purchasing Eastman supplies from 
certain firms, and that the kodak com- 
any then refused to sell goods to those 
companiee. 

Jackson & Semmeimeyer allege dam- 
ges of upward of $50,000 and seek an in- 
jametion to restrain the Eastman com- 
any from interfering with their pur- 
chase of Eastman supplies.

DERIDES U. 5. TRADE SHIPS 


Reynolds Says They Are the 
Laughing Stock of World. 


WANTS CHANCE 
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Asserts the European War Should 
Not Deter Us. 


The United States was pictured as 
the “laughing stock of the world’ on 
account of its inadequate merchant ma- 
rine, by George M. Reynolds, president 
of the Continental and Commercia! Na- 
tional bank, at a luncheon given yester- 
day by the Advertising Association of- 
Chicago. 

Mr. Reynolds’ appeal for government 
aid for American shipping in order that 
the commercial supremacy of the United 
States may be established in the present 
crisis elicited enthusiasm on the part of 
the 400 men present. America's com- 
mercial opportunity at this time also 
was dwelt on by James Keeley, editor 
of the Chicago Herald, and John J. Ar- 
nold, vice president of the Chicago Asso- 
ciation of Commerce. 


Wants U. S. to Spend Money. 

“Personally I want to see the govern- 
ment spend the money necessary to es- 
tablish a merchant marine,“ said Mr. 
Reynolds. Whether it is a merchant 
marine built up by subsidy or by the 
encouragement of capital makes little 
difference. 
It is a shame that this country, with 
its enormous banking power, should be 
the laughing stock of the world because 
it does not have a single instrument to 
deliver abroad the products of its soil 
and its factories. I have implicit con- 
fidence that this problem of transporta- 
tion will-be solved, and solved quickly. 
What transpires in Washington is merely 
an echo of gatherings such as this. Pub- 
jis opinion is potent; we can't do big 
things singly, but we can accomplish 
them collectively, and the administration 
at Washington is always giad to respond 
to genuine public opinion. 


Not Crime to Extend Trade. 

There is not a man here who wants 
to build his prosperity on the downfall 
and suffering of others, but now that 
way exists and Europeans are murder- 
ing each other, it is no crime for us 
to take advantage of the condition in 
profiting by the sale of our products. 
Business is paralyzed in Europe, and 
business in America should achieve that 
supremacy in world trade which hitherto 
has been contested by Germany and 
England.“ 

Mr. Reynolds urged Americans to 
stand shoulder to shoulder“ in this 
emergency. He told several anecdotes 
to indicate the insufficiency of American 
shipping and the exceptional value of 
American products, provided they can 
be transported abroad. 

There is no question but that oppor- 
tunities are at hand for Chicago manu- 
facturers to supply wants in South 
America,” said Mr. Arnold, head of the 
foreign division of the Association of 
Commerce. We in America have been 
accustomed to take care of home wants 


tention first of all to the development 
of the foreign field.” 


On to South America. 

Mr. Keeley advocated emphasis on the 
slogan “see America first,“ the upbuild- 
ing of a merchant marine to take care 
of our exports, and development of in- 
ternal industries to supply the needs 
which have been created by the cur- 
tailing of imports. His subject was 
“America’s Opportunlties.“ 

“This crisis has opened up a number 
of avenues of trade that the United 
states has not had in a century,” Mr. 
Keeley said. It is everybody's chance. 
Get our your oars and pull E N 
tising men.“ 

„There's a lot of American 8 Ships 
sailing under foreign flags. That doesn't 
seem right. However, they'll probably 
be glad to get under the stars and stripes 
in a hurry now that the war makes it 
dangerous to be floating around the high 
seas under the colors of England or Ger- 
many or France, or any of the other poW- 
ers of Europe. 

„During the Napoleonic wars we had 
much the same situation that we have 
now—all Europe fighting and America at 
peace. During fifteen years of those wars 
our foreign trade increased more than 450 
per cent and the tonnage shipped in 
American: bottoms increased more than 
500 per cent. 

The speakers referred to the adver-

It is not 
that these young men cast aside estab- 
lished religion, or that they show to us 
the naked soul, that we find their work 
appalling. We should be children in- 
deed if we could not face such things as 
that. It is that they insist upon showing 
us unwholesome souls, yes, and diseased 
bodies, and asking us to admire, that 
we.confess to mental nausea. They exer- 
‘cise no form of self-control in their per- 
sonal lives, and from their association 
with the morbid, the corrupt, the inde- 
cent, they turn to us with pained cries 
because we are not delighted with these 
expositions—these exposés. They talk of 
the study of sex. But they do not study 
sex in its normal demonstrations. Pure 
love has for them no piquancy. No rec- 
ord of loyalty would divert them. Sac- 
rifice for love's sake; humility. before the 
wonder of love; gratitude at the sacred 
mission of it, is never their theme. They 
myst dNate upon what is piquant; they 
profess to be above good and evil, yet 
they often use the word good tp de- 
fense of what the majority consider evil. 
In other words, they think it admirable 
to be free of restraint. They rejoice in 
the essential brutality of their own na- 
tures and think they are eagles because 
they are cocks. 
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There appears to be a general regard 
for the elegance of work of these offen- 
sive radicals. Sometimes it is elegant 
and sometimes it is not, but it is more 
than likely that equal art expended upon 
decency would win no extraordinary ap- 
plause. The work sometimes has the 
quality of directness; again it has the 
charm of insinuation. The only trouble 
is that frequently the directness brings 
a shock and the insinuation, shame. 

Arthur Schnitzler, a representative 
member of this unorganized society of 
the free, the author of “ VIENNESE 
ID LLS.“ is delicate in his style, though 
what he has to say is sometimes mani- 
festly indelicate. But he is a master of 
elegancies, nuances, and implications. 
He writes of defeated love, or love on 
the wing. His men must needs watch 
their own ardor die, or they must suffer 
the humiliation of their own ineptitude, 
Verlaine might have written much as 
Schnitzier does had he chosen prose for 
his medium. The carefulness with which 
he records the agonies of the egotistic 
soul is admirabie—if one has time to 
spend upon the contemplation of writh- 
ing and ignoble figures. Now and then 
he does a thing which shows his sym- 
pathy with suffering and sinful men who 
ate not lovers. 

For example, Blind Geronimo and His 
Brother is the story of two wanderers, a 
blind man and the brother, who caused 
his blindness. Misfortunes come fast 
upon each other. Finally Carlo, tne see- 
ing brother, steals for Geronimo, 
the blind one, and Geronimo, who can 
recognize a lie because he sees with the 
eyes of his soul, knows of the fault. 
Yet. understanding at last the depth of 
Carlo’s devotion, he kisses him upon the 
lips as the policeman husties the two of 
of them to the magistrate. 

“Carlo, firmly holding his brother's 
arm, wenton. His step was quicker than 
before; for he saw Geronimo smiling as 
he had never smiled since their childhood 
days. And Carlo smiled, too. It seemed 
to him as if nothing bad could happen 
neither from the law nor from any other 
cause in the whole world. He had his 
brother again no. he had him for 
the first time 

These lights and shades. so flitting, so 
difficult to catch, are Schnitzler’s delight. 
He uses them with superlative skill in 
writing of lovers whose love is hidden. 

> 

The short stories of Frank Wedekind, 
entitled PRINCESS RUSSALKA " and 
also published by John W. Luce & Co., 
are illustrative of the more direct method 
of work. Here is no moon-glamour, such 
as is to be found in Schnitzler’s “‘ Flow- 
ers“; no vague and whimsical introspec- 
tion, but the relentless precision of the 
fictionist who deals scientifically with 
pathological and morbid matters. He de- 
picts the primal and savage, the abnor- 
mal and chaotic, and he does not hesitate 
to put into the forme of art the stories 


brief and restrained narrative. 

The one thing that makes Wedekind 
tolerable is that he appears to write with 
a terrible conviction. His work has a firm 
downrightness, a brilliant sympathy. He 
does not dreamily babble of sexual af- 
fairs. He places the physical on a pin- 
nacle ag the most important affair jn life, 
and he declares that the flesh has a spirit 
of its own—that the physical has person- 
ality—that it is by the sexual that we 
live, and that happiness is the result of a 
satisfactory mating in a physical way. 
He believes that enduring affection fol- 
lows right physical conditions and he dis 
counts spiritual love. 

~- 

The stories are dramatic and brusque, 
and many, too, for all of the hatefulness 
ofsome ofthem. Though Wedekind deals 
with the morbid, he does not do it mor- 
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unashamed 

That he exaggerates may be true; 
though there are some who know who 
aver that exaggeration is hardly 10s- 
sible. Certainly his black chronicles must 
include only an unhappy portion of man- 
kind, Tet to shut the eyes to is ho 
credit to anybody. And to be oblivious 
to the ring of Wedekind’s would 
de to confess paralysis of the auditory |. 
nerve, : 
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Two plays of Leonid Andreyev, 
“SAVVA” and THE LIFE OF MAN.“ 
appear with the imprint of Mitchell Ken- 
nerley. An introductory article upon the 
author says that for the last twenty 
years Leonid Andreyev and Maxim Gorky 
have by turns occupied the center of the 
stage of Russian literature. Prophetic 
vision is no longer required for an esti- 
mate of their permanent contribution to 
the intellectual and literary development 
of Russia. It represents the highest ideal 
expression’ of a period in Russian history’ 
that was preghant with stirring and far- 
reaching events—the period of revolution 
and counter-reyolution. It was a period 
when Russian society passed from mood 
to mood at an extremely repid tempo; 
from .energetic aggressiveness, exulta- 
tion, high hope, and confident trust in the 
triumph of the people's cause to apa- 
thetic inaction, gloom, despair, frivolity 
and religious mysticism. This important 
dramatic epoch in the national life of Rus- 
sia Andreyev and Gorky, wrote down with 
such force and passion that they became 
recognized at once as the leading expo- 
nents of their time.” 

“OP " 

It does not need the further comment 
of the prefacer to make clear the essential 
differences between Gorky’s violence and 
Andreyev's masterly insinuation. The 
latter has the ability to create an impres- 
sion by means which almost defy analyels. 
In hie Savva,’’ for example, not by one 
method but by a dosen, he produces upon 
the mind the conviction of piteous in- 
adequacy of human judgment. It is not 
the tragedy of this one story in particular 
with which the reader finds himself con- 
cerned, but with the tragedy of life in gen- 
eral. Madmen, degenerates, fanatics, 
creatures whose perceptions and honor 
are blurred by religion, women whose 
very virtues are their undoing, throng 
about one clear-seeing, dangerous peas- 
ant, whose one desire is to rid the world 
of man. When he is extinguished, hate- 
ful and futile as he was, it seems as if 
the torches.had gone out and the world 
was left in darknes. . The only satisfac- 
tory thing to do upon the completion of 
this book appears to be to beat upon the 
breast and cry: “Why were we born? 
Why were we born?” 
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“The Life of Man” is an allegory of 
tremendous gloom and power, in which a 
story of more than Joblike sorrow is made 
hideously significant by the presence of 
„ Scme One in Gray Called He, towhom 
prayers are offered, and ho neither ap- 
proves nor disapproves while the blasts 
sweep the soul of Man. He ie the 
silent one, the projection of man's lonely 
fancy, the expression of man's inextin- 
guishable hope. The presence of that fig- 
ure is far more fearful than the presence 
of an impersonation of Death would be, 
for Death has a scythe, he is ever active, 
and if he lacks evil glee at least he seems 
to have his own form of fervor. But 
“ Some One in Gray Called He is as im- 
movable as the hills, and whether there 
is death or life is none of his concern. 
There is an amplitude and an elegance 
about this work which Gorky could not 
have achieved. The work of Gorky al- 
ways has seemed to me singularly con- 
stricted. How so passionate a perception 
could have been so limited a one always 
has amazed me. That his bitterness and 
rancor were measurable is perhaps no 


Andreyev’s exceeded computation. He 
sees the world as a whole, notin parishes; 
his mounting scorn of things seems to ex- 
ceed our solar system and reach to who- 
ever swings the world. And Uke Dos- 
tievsky, he portrays Russia as the home 
of intellectual confusion, of vain striv- 
ing, of brains crushed by their own sur- 
mise, of men martyred for truth and 
hated for aspiration. 


The Witchcraft Cases. 

Everything with any direct bearing on 
witches and their ways in America, from 
1648 to 1706, is included in NARRA- 
TIVES OF THE WITCHCRAFT 
CASES,” edited by George Lincoin Burr, 
profeséor of medieval history in Cornell 
university, as a contribution to the series 
of Original Narratives of Early Amer- 
‘can History.” It is rather a ponderous 
volume, filled with liberal excerpts 
gleaned from the writings of the time 
which contained first hand information 
or opinion on the much mooted subject. 
Cotton Mather rather dominates with se- 
lections from hies Memorable Provi- 
dences Relating to Witchcrafts and Pos- 
sessions,’ his The Wonders of the In- 
visible World,” and his “A Brand 
Phuck’d Out of the Burning.“ Increase 
Mather is represented by a long selec- 
tion from his essay on the Recording 
of Illustrious Providences,“ a large sec- 
tion comes from Richard Chamberlain's 
“Lithobolla, or the Stone Thowing 
Devil.“ there is Deodat Lawson's Brief 
and True Narrative of Witchcraft at Sa- 
lem Village, and John Hale's “ Modest 
Inquiry Into the Nature of Witchcraft,”’ 
besides other contemporary contribu- 
tions: Those whose appetite te keenly 
whetted for adequate witchcraft nourish- 
ment will find in this volume sustenance 
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Sir Thomas Barclay 
and the Entente.|

YEARS,” a book of 
 getbiniscenees by 4 man who, as 


much as any one, helped to bring about | 


the entente cordiale betw reser oe 
England and to lay the f a 
better mutual understanding between the 
peoples of those countries than had ever 
before existed. 

Sir. Thomas, when barely 21, went to 
Parts as one of the London Times’ cor- 
respondenta, devoting himself to matters 
of commerce and economics. This was 
about 1875, when the French republic was 
just struggling to gain its feet. He quick- 
ly. made the acquaintance of the leading 
economists of France and of many diplo- 
mats stationed at Paris. His memoirs 
give interesting glimpses of many jour- 
nalistic, political, and diplomatic person- 
ages, but the last half of the book is what 
makes it timely, for he here tells of the 
long and sometimes discouraging strug- 
gle he had to realize his dream of a thor- 
ough. rapprochement between the two 
countries. All this was after he had 
ceased to be an active journalist and was 
allied. ‘with the Suez Canal company and 
the British chamber of commerce, both 
the parent body in London and the Paris 
branch. 
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Speaking French fluently and, what is 
better, understanding fully the French 
point of view, he was eminently fitted to 
be the means of eradicating national 
prejudices on both sides of the channel. 
For over thirty years he did not cease to 
advocate better feelings between the na- 
tions, not only for commercial reasons 
but on ethical groundsas well. With true 
Scotch pertinacity he kept at his task in 
spite of. rebuffs, apathy, and even opposi- 
tion from the public and the press of Lon- 
don and Paris. 

Many things happened to make his task 
more difficult: The Dreyfuss case and the 
Fashoda incident, for example. He en- 
countered: the fear of diplomats and poli- 
ticlans that his plans might upset their 
schemes, The press of the two cities, re- 
flecting excited prejudice of the public, 
often overthrew in a day his year’s work, 
but he kept on, aided by good friends in 
both countries. The meetings he called 
were often attended meagerly, but there 
were always present some distinguished 
ar and ztal made up for lack of num- 

rs. 
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Gradually his wedges entered, his con- 
ciliation, his fairness, and his tolerance, 
aided by his thorough understanding of 
national temperaments, won the day, and 
his efforts were crowned by success, 
France and England at last found a com- 
mon meeting ground, and the alliance 
finally embraced Russia as well. 

The story, which might in other hands 
be dull, is told by Sir Thomas in most in- 
teresting form, sprinkled as it is with 
anecdotes and with illuminating side 
lights on national character.

History of the American People. 

“THE RISE OF THE AMERICAN 
PEOPLE,” by Roland Greene 1 cher 
(Century), emphasizes the reason why 
phase of our national history. It is a 
laboratory consideration of the reaction 
uf one element upon another untt! the re- 
sult We now have was attained. “ The 
essence of American history then is this 
achieving of nationallty by a great peo- 
ple, remarks Prof. Usher, and proves 
by his book the fascinating sequential 
step on step of progress in the coming of 
the varied peoples to this wide bosomed 
country and their melding through the 
necessities of existence into 4 final na- 
tional whole. The author regards the 
evil war with its consequences of read- 
justment as the last lap in this nationalis- 
ing process, and feels that now we are a 
nation, great but young, ready to face 
the new problems of national life. 

“The old problems have disappeared 
erd the very growth which dissipated 
them has caused new problems, and this 
time national problems to be solved by 
the nation as a whole. Those were the 
problems of growth, these are the issues 
of development; those were of childhood 
and youth: these are of manhood; those 
concerned with the strengthening of the 
thysical body of the nation; these with 
the expression of its conscience and the 
development of its corporate mentality.”
